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Tho Boerg. 

Tho typical Boor, says a writer on 
South African affairs, is doubtless a pat- 
tern of hospitality, simplicity of heart, 
fuudnesa for his home and family, and of 
tlioso general domestic attributes which 
are bo dear to an Englishman. But in 
bia relations and contact with the native 
races and real ownors of the soil, the 
Dutch Boer seems to lose all sense of 
reason and justice, and to remember 
only thoao early and blood-stained annals 
of pioneering, when the white man and the 
black neithor gave nor oslted for quarter 
in their struggle for supremacy in the 
lurid. Indeed, his intolerance of a nativo 
is bo intense that he can not bo induced 
to look upon him as u human lining, but 
he regards the unfortunate aboriginal as 
a wild beast to be hunted ondshot down. 

But the Boer has his fairer side, al- 
though his type has as yet been un- 
changeable. Ab he existed when no 
ruled in Cape Colony in 1808, so now ho 
exists in the present day in his settle- 
ments in tho interior. He is uneducat- 
ed, uncultivated: unprogreasive and ob- 
stinate ; but he develops qualities under 
adverse circumstances which must com- 
mand English respect. He is certainly 
domestic as far aa his own family circle 
is concerned, but, at the samo time, the 
roverse of gregarious in regard to tho 
world in general. When he first com- 
mences to farm and Bottle, he likes to 
possess not less than 6, 000 and not more 
than 20,000 acres of gocd undulating 
"velot." "When ho has obtained this, he 
starts in his -wagon with his wife, his 
children, his scanty supply of goods aud 
chattels, his cattle and sheep, and his 
only literature, tho family Bible. He 
solecta a good spring of water, boiug 
careful that no neighbor is located with- 
in at least ten miles. He builds his 
houso with one largo central hall, with 
tho kitchen in rear, and four or five bed- 
rooms opening ont of the hall, all on tin- 
ground floor, and sometimes with a wide 
veranda outside. Kraals for his oattl.', 
fences to his garden, and Enclosures uf 
fifty or one hundred acres are quickly 
run up ; and so fertile is the soil and so 
favorable the climate that in four or five 
years hie garden will be full of oranges, 
lemons, oitrons, peaches, apricots, figs, 
apples, pears and vines. His herds and 
flocks multiply, his wheat and Indiuu 
cornjthrive, thus ho lives in a rude but 
grateful abundance. His sons arrive at 
manhood and marry; his daughters are 
sought as wives, and, if tho land is good 
and plenty, they remain and farm nour, 
and for each generation aud new family 
a now house is built a few hundred yards 
from the original. More acres with" each 
generation are brought under the plow; 
and the man who is a good farmer, 
good father and good husband cannot 
be brought to see that he must not 
covet his neighbor's land when that 
neighbor happens to be a black man! 
Without sentiment, without tenderness, 
and without a particle of enthusiasm, 
and with tho most circumscribed in- 
tellectual horizon, he has a stubborn 
practicability which is admirably suited 
for the work of a pioneer, but which 
nerwr develops into a power of civihia- 
tion among savage tribes. 

The Spiritual Realm. 
I stated that two demands exist in tho 
spiritual realm — a demand for a person 
to appreciate religion, and a demand lor 
a religion worthy of being esteemed. 
The power to love is valuable only when 
the world has something lovable. The 
religious sentiment must be kept 
alive in our era and continent ; but, that 
this may come to pass, the religion must 
be made admirablo for tho new times. 
It will not be enough if the old monks 
and the old Puritans and the Pilgrim 
Fathers loved certain ideas and laws for 
• sanctuary. Tho old Germans used to 
inherit the friendships and feuds nf 
their fatherB ; but the modern miud can- 
not assume the love and the hate of the 
far-off yesterday. All tho arts have 
had to undergo great changes in order 
to find a welcome from the passing cent- 
ury. Painter and sculptor and music- 
ion have ohanged subject and treatment. 
The poet has changed his verse. The 
ponderous heroio of Pope has been dis- 
placed by the lyric measures of Teuny- 
son. The orator has made the short 
sentences overthrow the rolling propo- 
sitions. The schoolmaster has thing 
aside tho rod and frown, and risks the 
sway of kind words and a smile. Men 
who once cut down trees now wish their 
weak hands could replace tho fallen 

Cta. Our era inherits no hate or 
, As in John's vision, he that sits 
upon the throne of tho present world 
says, "Bohold, I make all things new/' 
and in obedienco to this decree tho re- 
ligion of America will havo to become as 
new as the nation, as fresh as its indus- 
try and inventions and hopes. It must 
be mado worthy of public regard — Dac id 
Swing.

Privately- Illustrated Works. 

An elegant pastime of rich New York- 
ers is to privately illustrate fine books 
with choice engravings, and an enor- 
mous amount of money is Bpont in this 
way. Robert Hoe, Jr., has a notewor- 
thy collection of privately-illustrated 
works, numbering over 1,000 volumes, 
which arc valued at nearly £300,000. 
He has a quantity of books so elogantly 
bound that the binding alone cost from 
$'25 to §300 a volume. Tho text of his 
most expensive volumes is printed on 
heavy India paper with broad margin, 
with rough edges except on top, where 
the leaves are gilt-edged, to keep off the 
dust. To privately illustrate a book a 
collection of engravings is at first neces- 
sary. Thoy must be of a wide range ui 
subjects, including historical scenes, 
pictures of landscapes, interiors, famous 
buildings and portraits of famous meu 
aud women. The illustrator carefully 
studies the work he designs to illustrate, 
keeping in his mind the pictures he has. 
Where they serve he places them. 
Where the text admits of an illustration 
ho does not possess he must hunt the 
print stores over for one, and not rest 
until ho finds it. Artists' proofs are 
usually sought for, and, as the work of 
private illustration is usually carried ou 
regardless of expoiiBO, their increased 
cost is not a consideration. If an engraving 
is too small, it is inlaid in thick paper 
by a neat process in which the edges of 
tho picture and of the paper aro beveled 
that they may bo glued so as to bo al- 
most invisible, Mr. Hoe has a act of 
" Allison's History of Europe," illus- 
trated by himself, with over 1,300 en- 

f ravings, all of which are artists' proofs. 
It) has an Izaak Walton, also profusely 
illustrated at great cost. 



Put Yourself in His Place. 

In uu admirable address on Sunday - 
school teaching, Dr. Eggleston gave this 
forcible illustration of the value of per- 
sonal sympathy with children in every 
effort to gain a hold on aud lead them: 

"A half-witted fellow — or a ' natural,' 
as the Scotch would oall him-— found a 
missing horse, when aU search for him 
had failed, and a liberal reward had 
been offered for his recovery. On his 
bringing back the horse to its owner, 
the question was asked of the simple- 
minded fellow:

Ho 
would thus bo far more likely to get 
hold on those boys, and bring them 
along with him wherever ho pleases to 
go."

At a recent rueedng of Methodist 
ministers in Massachusetts the Rev. 
Mr. Nutting read an able paper on the 
evils of the present divorce system in 
that and some other states in the union, 
after the reading or which a resolution 
was passed pledging the ministers pres- 
ent to mnrry no divorced person except 
in the case of the innocent party where 
divorce was granted for adultery. This 
resolution, which seems to lie in accord 
with the direct teachiug of our Saviour 
in Matthew, xix chapter, 9 verse, and 
other places, has stirred tlir> ir 
not a few people, including a | 
the press of that stule.fuid the;, 
charging the Methodist ministc 
encouraging sedition, anarchy i 
disintegration of society. The lollop- 
ing extract will show the drift or i he.ir 
argument: "Some clergymen, armed 
with the powers of their churches, take 
their stand against the law as to di- 
vorces and in many instances also op- 
pose the school law. Are the laws 
wrong ! If so, we all have ballot power 
to try and change them. If we say wo 
are higher than the- law, if we will not 
do that which the law gives others the 
right to require us to do, are we not as- 
suming in a republic to be above legis- 
lators and courts I It is the assumption 
of spiritual power that wo condemn. 
The law of a state or country, as inter- 
preted by courts, is above all other law 
under our form of government. Minis- 
ters can no more, legally, refuse to obey 
tho law than othor people. They have 
no more righta and are or should be 
subject to the law. It must be the 
civil power above all other. That is 
American Government, or should be 
and will be, despite those who unthink- 
ingly and in haste raise the great qucs- 
tion we slightly touch. There is the 
tight to change, and until that is done 
it is presumptuous, to say the least, for 
men who claim to be good citizens to 
say they will not obey the law. Where 
would this kind of resolution applied 
to other matters lead i To anarchy, 
rebellion, chaos, disintegration of so- 
ciety. " It iast range that any of the 
New England states should require 
Christian ministers to be partakers in 
other people's sins. If it be true that 
" Whosoever shall marry her that is 
divorced eommitteth adultery, "the state 
that sanctions and the minister who 
performs such marriages cannot be alto- 
gether innocent. All good citizens 
should obey thoir country's laws, but 
where these clash with one's eonceptions 
of divine law it is obviously tho rule of 
Christianity to obey God rather than 
man, even though this should lead to 
punishment.

M. Gambetta is said to be under a 
cloud at present. The electoral reform 
project known as the Scrv.tin de Lisle, 
which was to give every voter in a dis- 
trict the right to cast one vote for each 
candidate representing a constituency 
in the district, and thus enable more 
widely-known men to have a chance 
for election against the local candidates, 
has, after beiug passed by the Chamber 
of Deputies by a majority of only eight 
votes, beeu thrown out by the Senate 
by a large majority. The Senate, which 
is not supposed to object to a reform 
of the other House, which has passed 
that House, took the action on the 
ground that the b.ll, which slightly in- 
creased the numbar of the Chamber of 
D«puties, decreased the influence of 
the Senate in the case of a joint vote 
on anv important matter. The real 
reason for the throwing out of the bill 
was, however, that the leaders of the 
many parties saw that the effect of the 
measure would be to annihilate the 
small parties in the Chambers, ami to 
give Gambetta a large and solid ma- 
jority after an election under the 
terutin de lute. M. Gambetta 'a lieu- 
tenant iu the Chambers, M. BOCRDEACX 
the ostensible author of the scrutin de 
lisle, then moved in the Chamber of 
Deputies to accelerate the approaching 
dissolution, so that in the election 
wbich would immediately follow Gam- 
uetta's prestige might not suffer by the 
blow which the rejection of the Scrutin 
deLUteh&A undoubtedly inflicted. The 
Chamber of Deputies, encouraged by 
tho action of the Senate in rebuffing 
M. Gambetta, voted down the proposal 
by a large majority. The effect of this 
double blow is very apparent at the 
capital, but it remains to be seen how 
the country generally, which has hith- 
erto been enthusiastic over Gambetta, 
will regard this revolt. 



k despatch from New York, datod Sat- 
urday, saya Mr. Beecher complimented 
the zealous one3 who turned out in the 
rain to attend the pray meeting last night. 
He talked to them about deaih and about 
the future lifo, particularly in relation to 
the future punishment. He called the 
attention of those who cling to tho ideaol 
an everlasting hell to the fact that it is 
not taught at all in the Old Testament, 
asserting that in the administration of a 
nation which was avowedly directly under 
tho Divine care, "thoro was a period ot 
four or five thousand years, during which 
tho doctrine was not taught once. it 
was evident that among the Jews thero 
was a cortain idoa of a horeafter ot pain, 
but tho teaching of a gross, sensual, ma- 
terial torment "belonged to the Roman 
mind." It was "tho creation of the me- 
ditoval age, and thoro had come down to 
us lingering remnants of it." Mr. Beech- 
er touched lightly on the New Testament 
allusions to death as an eternal sleep. Ho 
pointed to the distinction that exists be- 
tween the Western and Oriental mind on 
this subject. In tho Wcatorn hemisphere 
everybody seemed to dread death, where- 
as, tho Chinese and other Orientals had, 
as'a rule, no more fear of death than they 
had of going without a meal. Tho Ro- 
man empire was built upon the Tuscan, 
and, although tho lattor was conquered, 
the Tuscan's horrible conceptions of future 
torment had permeated the Roman Em- 
pire When the Roman Catholic Church 
organized itself gradually it selected as 
its most powerful instrument tho keys. 
"No sceptre in the king's hand, no aword 
in a general's hand, no instrument of tor- 
ture in inquisitorial hands over had tho 
power in it that was in tho keys. They , 
typified tho Church's claim to lock and 
unlock the gates of heaven and hell for 
every human soul ; and while the Church 
magnified tho joys of tho redeemod in 
Paradise, their imagination was absolute- 
ly drunken with the sufferings of the 
damned souls that went out unregoner- 
ato at death." While tho l'rotcstant Re- 
formation threw off a great deal of this 
yet it retained much of it, and it might 
ho said that tho popular notion of holl 
now was gross, barbaric, devilish. "I 
believe," added Mr. Beecher, "thore is a 
period of penalty that follows transgress- 
ion this lifo, but it is mental, it is moral, 
it is the ether life, and under clearer cir- 
cumstances a remorse, a self-condemna- 
tion. As a man who has squandered his 
estate and is brought to poverty and then 
begins to think what he might have had, 
sol can understand how a man's mind 
may torture him with constant reminders 
of what ho has lost. Pain and pleasure 
arc disciplinary, and are designed in the 
divino economy to work out afterward, if 
not here, a salvahlo state of mind." In 
reply to tho question, "How should a 
Christian look at death I" Mr. Beecher 
replied, "Well, in the first placo, he 
should not look at it at all — on purpose. 
Or, if he looks at it, he should tlo so only 
to stimulate himself to lead a better life 
hero and not to brood over the horrors of 
an imaginary horeafter." People wonder- 
ed how thoy would feel when dying. "I'll 
tell you how you'll feel— most of you," 
said Mr. Beechor. "You'll feel stupid ; 
that's all you'll feol. You'll want to go 
to sleep. Dying is as easy as going to 
sleep in most instances. Once in a while 
there was a triumphant or a radiant death, 
or a remorseful death, but not once in a 
million times was there such a death as is 
described in books. That was all 'flum- 
mery.'" Mr. Beecher attached no si('iiifi- 
eance to tho manner in which a man ex- 
pired, as it was principally tho result of 
physical accidents, and afforded no test of 
his moral state.

Despatches received in Liverpool from 
Melbourno announce tho massacre in New 
Guinea of a number of missionaries. On 
tho 7th of March they wore attacked by 
tho natives at Kato, in tho district of 
Port Morseby, Hulu, and four of them, 
with two of their wivua, four children and 
two servants, were killed. No provoca- 
tion was given, but it is stated in the des- 
patch that the perpetrators of previous 
massacres on the coast had not boen pun- 
ished, and this is looked upon as tho main 
cause of the outbreak. 

A reign of alpaca seems impending ill 
England, for tho Yorkshiro manufactur- 
ers of the articlo have appealed to tho 
Princess of Wales to holp them sell thoir 
goods, and she has sent for patterns.

The Coldstream Guards, like everybo- 
dy olso who goes to Ireland, finds them- 
selves mixed up in family quarrels, The 
last evictions at which they assisted wnro 
that of a daughter by her mother, and of 
a son-in-law by a father-in-law. 

Tho genius of tho late Lord Beacons- 
field would have been hard pressed to find - 
encouragement in the present state of tho 
finances ot Turkey and Cyprus. War - 
like preparations in the Sultan's empire | 
have caused ao great outlays that tho new 
budgot shows a deficit of £74,000,000. In | 
anticipation of this, taxes, which even for I 
Turkey were extraordinarily heavy, have j 
been imposed, but the revenue for war - 
was not sufficient to meet the expondi- j 
turos. Certain financial schemes sub- 
mittod to the Porte have, it is said, been | 
approved, and English delegates have 
been invited to Constantinople. In the 
affairs of Cyprus thoro is also a deficit, 
and England, for the so-called prize she 
acquired in the convention with Turkey, 
is called upon to pay for its maintenance 
the sum of iMO.OOO per year. English 
Liberals point to these facts with party 
satisfaction. One of them, as a taxpayer, 
regrets to hear of the Cyprus business, 
but "As a lover of justice,'' he says, "I 
rojoico.
